«© The officers of the 2d regiment of Life Guards 
having received certain information, that Captain 
Gawler has been admitted a member of one of the 
Republican Clubs, called the Society for Conſtitutional 
Information, and as it appears to them incompatible 
with his ſituation as holding a commiſhon in the ad 
regiment of Life Guards, a corps immediately about 
the King's perſon, the officers therefore requeſt, that 
Captain Gawler will withdraw his name and ſupport 
from a club, whoſe principles are evidently repu-

Three officers of the regiment, Lieut. Impey 
Lieut. Capper, and Lieut. Beresford, who were 
preſent at the meeting at which this requiſition was 
ſigned, refuſed to ſet their names to it, conceiving it 
to be an unwarrantable interference of the corps upon 
the ſubject. 


On Saturday the gth of December inſtant, I wait- 
ed on Major General Buckley, who is the command- 
ing officer of the regiment, and delivered to him 
my anſwer to the W . 


After he had read the anſwer, he endeavoured to 
convince_me, that prudential conſiderations ought to 
induce me to yield to the requiſition ; but failing in 
that object, he then ſtated to me in ſubſtance, that 
my conduct, if I perſiſted, might materially affect 
the intereſt of the three Gentlemen who had refuſed 
B 2 to 
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to ſign the requiſition. This ſuggeſtion alarmed me 


on their account, and I requeſted to be allowed till 
the Monday following to conſider my anſwer. A 


few moments cool conſideration, after I had quitted 
General Buckley, convinced me that it was not to 
be expected, that becauſe thoſe three Gen lemen in 
their character of judges had happened to entertain 


a different opinion from their ſuperior officers, that 
their private intereſt could in any mnanner ſuffer ; 


and therefore, early on the morning of Sunday the 
10th of December inſtant, I returned to General 
Buckley the anſwer which I had delivered to him the 
day before, and which is as follows: 

&« Captain Gawler having received a paper addreſſed 
to him by ſeveral of the officers of his regiment, - 


requeſting him to withdraw his name and ſuppert - 


from the Society for Conſtitutional Information, 


although he obſerves, that ſuch paper is ſigned but by 


part of his corps, yet he does not heſitate to give an 


immediate anſwer to the requiſition contained in it. 


« By the mere act of becoming a Member of a 
Society, expreſsly inſtituted for the purpoſe of Conſti- 
tutional Information, he certainly does not conſider 
himſelf as having departed in any degree from the 
character of his ſituation. As an officer in his Maje- 


ſty's 
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ſty's ſervice, his duty is to defend the Conſtitution, 

as by law eſtabliſhed, and the ſole object to which 
he. is pledged, by becoming a Member of the Conſti- 
tutional Society, is to promote the knowledge of 
that ſame Conſtitution, 


ce If in any particular proceeding, a ſociety paſſes 

beyond the avowed principle of its union, the per- 
ſons who compoſe the majority that decide the mea- 
ſure can alone be reſponſible for it. It is obvious 
that the cenſure which follows ſuch a proceeding 
eannot attach upon thoſe Members, who being 
preſent, when it was determined, oppoſed themſelves 
to it, nor upon thoſe who, being —_ had not 
the means of oppoſition. 


„ Captain Gawler has not only never been pre- 
ſent at any meeting whatever of the Conſtitutional 
Society, but has never in any manner given his aſſent 
or ſupport to any reſolutions adopted by that ſociety. 


cc Upon the whole, Captain Gawler perſuades 

himſelf that thoſe Gentlemen who have ſigned be 
requiſition will not feel themſelves diſpoſed, upon 
farther reflection, to preſs their requeſt that he 
ſhould withdraw himſelf from the ſociety, ſince with 
ſuch a requeſt he cannot comply without acknowledg- 
ing what the certainlydoes not acknowledge he authori- 
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wy of thoſe gentlemen under the circumſtances which

In a Committee of ſupply, Mr. HoBART in the 
Chair, , | 
The SECRETARY at WAR, after ſome unintereſt- 
ing obſervations to the public, announced the 
intentions of Government to make addition of 
ten men to every company. The eftabliſh- 


ment, therefore, of the Land Forces, now propoſed 
for the year 1793, including invalids, &c. &c. would 
amount to 17,334 men, He concluded by a motion 
to that effect. FIT 
Mr,

Mr. FOX diſclaimed the moſt diſtant idea of 
oppoſing the Motion now before the Committee. 
The ſame principles which had guided him in ſup- 
porting the vote for an addition to the Navy, would 
alſo induce him to ſupport the addition now propoſed 
for the Army Eſtabliſhment. The neceſſity for an 
increaſe to the Navy appeared to him, at this parti- 
cular period, obvious. With regard to the increaſe 
of the Army, he confeſſed that he was at a loſs to 
comprehend the ſame urgency.—Entertaining there- 
fore ſome doubts, he wiſhed, even in this ſtage, that 
the ſubje& were fully explained. The addition to 
the Navy was in his opinion neceſſary, becauſe 
pending a Negotiation, our Enemies ought to be 
convinced that we could commence Hoſtilities with . 
promptitude and effect. The ſame reaſon for. the 
increaſe of the Army did not appear—unleſs, which 
he hoped Miniſtry were not mad enough to imag- 
ing, the Riots and Inſurrections, ſo falfely propaga- 
ted, required an additional number of Soldiers to in- 
force obedience to the Laws.—If Adminiſtration 
| ated in this wanton and fooliſh manner, the People 

were groſſly calumniated ; for this. Country at no 
time ever made a greater diſplay of Loyalty and 
Attachment to the King and Conſtitution, —When 
therefore he conſented to the preſent Reſolution, it 
was in the belief that the Augmentation aroſe from 
the apprehenſions of a Foreign Wat—and not from 


the fear of any domeſtic diſturbances.—If the latter 
1 C idea 
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idea actuated Adminiſtration, he ſhould think it his 

duty, as a Member of Parliament, to reſiſt the Mo- 
tion with all his influence, He was awart of the 
King's Prerogative; but he was convinced that it 
ſhould not be ſtretched too far. 


The Public had lately been annoyed with reports 

— derogatory to the character of ſeveral Military Of- 
cers. He embraced this opportunity of declaring his 
ſentiments on a ſubje& highly intereſting to the 
Country. The Officers recently diſmiſſed his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, among whom was one of his relations, 
had not been gratified with a ſufficient explanation of 
the harſhneſs which they experienced. Lord SEMPLE 

| he had not the honor of knowing perſonally ; but 
i another meritorous Officer, Lord EDWARD Frrz- 
GERALD, was not only near to him in blood, but 
dear to him in friendſhip. He could not pretend to 
aſſign a reaſon for the rigid extenſion of the Preroga- 
tive of the Crown ; but were he permitted to advance 
and argue from the report in circulation, he muft 
declare that theſe Gentlemen had been unfairly dealt 
with. The rumour ftated, that they had been diſ- 
miſſed the ſervice, becauſe their names appeared in 
the Subſcription to aid France in the maintenance of 
her Liberty. To him this appeared no crime, If it was 
a crime, he and many other Gentlemen might, on 
former ſimilar occaſions, plead guilty. Till now, 
he had never underſtood, that thoſe who ſubſcribed 


for the relief of Neutral Powers could be accuſed or 
puuiſhed 
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puniſhed. The fact, however, appeared in another 
view. He would not take upon him to preſcribe 
limits to the Royal Prerogative; but he charged the 
memories of Gentlemen with this incontrovertible 
truth, that on the former occaſions alluded to. Sub- 
ſcriptions had been carried into effect, without any re- 
prehenſion from the King or Government. When 
Corfica groaned under the oppreſſions of France, the 
People of this Country, with becoming ſpirit, ſub- 
ſeribed liberally for its relief. But it was in his 
opinion unneceſſary to make references to remote 
times. A remarkable inſtance was in the recollection 
of all who heard him. Some month ago, a ſpiri ted 
Subſcription was ſupported for the relief of the PoLEs 
to which the names of the moſt reſpectable characters 
both within and without the Houſe appeared. None 
of the Gentlemen who had ſanctioned theſe Subſcrip- 
tions were ever accuſed of acting unconſtitutionally. 

If Subſcriptions in favour of Neutral Powers had 
always been paſſed over by Government in filence, 
and praiſed by the majority of the People as meri- 
torious, he thought thoſe who now fell victims to 
the caprice of Adminiſtration, by following a com- 
mon cuſtom, were not only exceeding unfortunate, 
but very unjuſtly ſelected for the indignation of the 
Prerogative. If aiding a Subſcription were not 
criminal in civil life, - he could not conceive why it 
ſhould be deemed ſo in a military capacity. In this 
Free Country, when a man enters int the Army, 

| | hs 
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he cannot be conſidered as having relinquiſhed the 
Rights of a Citizen. Such a concluſion would be 
exceedingly detrimental to the Army, by preventing 


men of character from ſerving their Country, It 


was a happy circumſtance for the Nation, that many 
of the Officers of the Army were nearly connected 
with ſome of the firſt Landed Intereſts. If, there- 


fore, this ſeyere and unprecedented conduct were 


adopted as a practice in future times, there would be 
an end of the patriotiſm of men of eminence and 
capacity. 

With regard to diſmiſſion from the ſervice, it has, 
comparatively ſpeaking, rarely occured. , 

If an Officer has committed any aggreſſion 
againſt the military regulations, he is ainenable to 
a Court Martial If he has committed a civil out- 
rage, he is amenable to the laws of his country. 
The facts conſequently prove, that he has claim to 
Civil and Military Rights. If Miniſtry were cul- 
pable for the diſmiſſion now complained of, another 


flagrant inſtance ſhewed their conduct in a ſtronger 
view. By reading this day the ſtatement of Captain 


GAWLER, of the 2d regiment of Guards, he found 
that this Gentleman had been diſmiſſed the ſervice, 
becauſe he belonged to the Society for Conſtitutional 
Information. With regard to the merits or demerits 
of this Society, he would not now attempt any diſ- 
cuſſion; but he would maintain, that if Captain 


GawLen had been guilty dy his junction with the 
Society, 


* 
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Society, the Duke of RicumonD and many others 
in the confidence of Adminiftration were equally 
guilty, oy * 
Such an outrage of juſtice as demonſtrated in the 
eaſe of Captain GAWLER, was, in his opinion, very 
reprehenſible. The mode adopted aggravated the 
culpability. A paper had been preſented to this 
meritorious Gentlemen, ſigned by eight or ten in- 
ferior officers, ordering him to withdraw his name 
from the Society for Conſtitutional Information, or 
abide by the conſequences. He very ſpiritedly treated 
this notification with becoming indifference, be- 
lieving, that an inferior had no power over the 
actions of a ſuperior Officer. Here he was miſtaken. 
A Report was made to his MaJtsTY, who has been 
pleaſed to ſignify his diſmiſſion of Captain GawLER. 
Such an extenſion of power, arifing no doubt from 
the advice of Miniſtry, appeared pregnant with many 
miſchievous conſequences to the Army. If an Of- 
ficer be guilty of any fault, let him be cenſured 
from above rather than from below. Let him be 
tried by a Court Martial; and, if guilty, puniſhed. 
Theſe facts are of ſuch a ſerious nature, as to be very 
dangerous to the diſcipline and intereſt of the Army. 
The SECRETARY at WAR declared, chat he had 
no authority to enter into an explanation of ſuch a 
delicate ſubject. He would therefore, wave all diſ- 
cuſion ; and merely content himſelf with maintaining 
that for time immemorial it had becn the undoubted 
Prerogative, 
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Prerogative of the King, to diſmiſs any Officer in his | 
Service without aſſigning any reaſon. 


Mr. FOX expreſſed much diilatisfaction. With 
reſpect to the reaſons for the Diſmiſſion of Lord 
SEMPLE and Lord EDwarD FITZGERALD, he could 
only form a judgement from Public conjecture.— 
With reſpect to the reaſon for the diſmiſſion of Cap- 
tain GawLER, the myſtery was in' ſome degree re- 
moved by his own ſtatement, in a Morning Print of 
that day. He would not attempt to deny the Prero- 
gative of the Crown; but he would cenſure an un- 
warrantable extenſion of it through the medium of 
the Miniſtry. If the SECRETARY at War, ſays 
Mr. Fox, refuſes to aſſign reaſons for the diſmiſſion 
of theſe Gentlemen, I will tell the Houſe and the 
Country for what they were not diſmiſſed, They 
were not diſmiſſed for want of bravery or military ca- 
pacity. In many inſtances their conduct has been 
highly meritorious. For any thing which he knew, 
he might anſwer for the gallantry of Lord SEMPLE— 
he might anſwer for that of Captain GawLER—he 
might, without any heſitation, fully anſwer for his 
relation, Lord Enward FiTzGERALD, who for 
many remarkable efforts had received the moſt flat- 
tering thanks for his courage and capacity, In two 
recent inſtances Captain GAWLER had in the fulleſt 
manner received the thanks of his Majeſty, namely, 
for his ſervices at the Riots in Mount Street, and the 
| King's Bench Priſon—and on another occaſipn the 
unanimous 7 of the Officers of the 


Troop, 
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Troop. The diſmiſſion of theſe Gentlemen from 
the Service, therefore, remained inveloped in the 
marvellous of the Day.” | 


Captain GawLER's ſtatement of the particulars of 
his diſmiſhon from his MAaJjzsTyY's ſervice, as ſenior 
Captain of the ſecond regiment of Life-Gaurds, is 
written with a clearneſs, a guarded temperance and 
moderation, that has but few examples. Not a ſingle 
remark, not a ſingle epithet expreſſive of wounded 
feelings, or reſentment, is contained init. As an of- 
ficer and a citizen, he ſcorned to mix any thing that 
regarded himſelf perſonally, with what he juſtly con- 
ceived to be an important public queſtion. 


There is one additional circumſtance, however, 
that ought to be knoxwn ; and which, although we 
do not ſtate it from authority, we are confident we 
ſtate accurately. Captain GAWLER received gool, 
leſs, as the price of his commiſſion, than with the 
complete knowledge and approbation of the corps, he 
had paid for it, Captain CALLAND and Lieutenant 
GosSELIN, conſequently obtained their reſpeCtive 
promotions, the former 4ool. and the latter 100), 
cheaper, than they would have done under other 
Circumſtances, and that too directly at Captain 
GawLer's expence. The loyalty, therefore, of 
theſe two gentlemen, has the appearance of being 
not quite ſo diſintereſted, as for the honour of loyalty, 
we could wiſh it always to be, eſpecially when it 
preſumes to dictate to the opinions and conduct of 


other people. |

On my return from Staffordſhire this day, I read 
in your paper of Friday laſt, a paragraph, purporting 
« that a morning Paper having been authorized by 
a me to ſtate that J had received gool. leſs than 1 
« pave for my commiffion, and that I had advanced 
« the above ſum when I had purchaſed with the 
« complete knowledge and approbation of my 
corps. You had authority to contradict both theſe 
aſſertions. ' | 

The aſſertions alluded to appeared, in a paragraph 
in a Morning Paper on the 26th of December laſt ; 
and, together with the above aſſertions, the paragraph 
contained ſome obſervations on the conduct of Cap- 
tain Calland and Lieutenant Goſlelin, who were 
promoted, upon my diſmiſſion, with reſpect to the 
price they had paid to me for my commiſſion; but 
it was expreſly ſtated, that it was not inſerted by 
authority. In truth, I was altogether ignorant of 
that patagraph, until it appeared publicly in print; 
but, in a converſation which I had with the Editor a 
few days before, reſpecting the inſertion of the facts 
of my diſmiſſion, which appeared in that paper on 
the 24th of December laſt, L had undoubtedly, as 
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had generally done whenever my diſmiſſion became 

the ſubject of converſation, ſtated the two facts, which 

you have denied by authority; and for theſe facts I 

am reſponſible; The Editor of the ſame Paper, aſ- 

ſures me, that ſome days before the appearance of your | 
paper of Friday laſt, he informed Lieutenant Goſ- 

ſelin, who applied to him on the ſubject, of the 

paragraph complained of, that I had no knowledge of 

it until it was printed. If I had thought fitting to 

be author of any reflections in a public newſpaper 

on the conduct of Captain Calland, and Lieutenant 
Goſſelin, I ſhould certainly not have inſerted them 
in an anoymous paragraph. 

In all the regiments in his Majeſty's ſervice, there 
is a certain price for Commiſhons ſettled at the War 
office, which is called the regulated price, and was 
meant to determine the actual value; but in point 
of fact, the actual price paid for commiſſions con- 
ſiderably exceeds this regulated price. Soon after, 
I received the notice, that I was diſmiſſed from the 
regiment with the liberty to receive the price of my 
commiſhon, I found that Captain Calland and Lieu- 
tenant Goſſelin, who were promoted in conſequence 
of my diſmiſſion, had reſolved to pay me only the 
regulated price, which was all that I could legally 
enforce the payment of, and not the price which I had 
paid on my purchaſe; and which, if I had quitted 
the regiment voluntarily, I ſhould certain have been 
able to obtain. -I therefore computed that I ſhould 

F ſuſtain 
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ſuſtain à loſs of 4961. 38. 4d. but, in making this 
computation, 1 underſtood the regulated price to be 
paid by the Captain promoted to be 12,001. whereas, 
ſuch regulated price is 1200 guineas; and I underftood 
the regulated price is to be paid by the Lieutenant 
promoted, to be 5ool. whereas ſuch regulated price is 
500 guineas; and Captain Calland and Lieutenaxt 
Goffclin had actually, as I afterwards found, depoſited 
the above two ſums of 12,00 guineas and 500 guineas, 
with the agent of the regiment on my account : upon 
the whole, therefore, the loſs which I ſuſtained, in- 
ſtead of 4961. 13s. 4d. amounts to 4111. 138. 4d. and 
Jam glad to have this * ty of mig my 
former error. 

With reſpect to the other afertion that IT had ad- 
vanced the price which I had paid for my commiſhon 
with the complete knowledge and approbation of the 
corps, I ſhould have been much at a loſs to underſtand 
on what ground the denial of it could have proceed- 
| ed, if I had not learn from the Editor of the above 
| FRM Paper, that Lieutenant Goſſelin had lately informed 
| dim that ſach aſſertion was not founded, becauſe he 
1 (Lieutenant Goſſelin) was not in the corps at the 
5 time of my purchaſe, and therefore it eould not poſ- 

Ably be made with his knowledge and approbation. 
| T was not aware that the expreſſion in queſtion was 
j . capable of the conſtruction which Lieutenant Goſſelin 
1 | appears to give it. When I ſaid of my purchaſe 


than it had —— with the knowledge and approba- 
tion 
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tion of my corps, I certainly meant to expreſs, that 
it paſſed with the knowledge of the Gentlemen, 
who, at the time of the purchaſe, compoſed the 
corps and did it not occur to me, that the phraſe 
would hear any other ſenſe. Undoubtedly, the price 
that I paid for my commiſſiong was a matter of gene- 
ral notoriety in the regiment at the time of my pur- 
chaſe. How ſoon after Lieutenant Goſſelin entered 
the regiment, it became known to him, I cannot. 
take upon me to ſay : I know only, that the day af- 
ter I received notice of the promotion of Captain 
Calland and Lieutenant Goſſelin, I wrote to each of 
thoſe Gentlemen on the ſubject of the difference 
between the regulated price and the actual price of 
commiſſions in the regiments, ſtating the ſums I had 
paid, in the full confidence that thoſe ſums would 
be returned to me. I was the more ſtrongly induced 
to this confidence, from the circumſtance of Captain 
Calland and Lieutenant Goſſelin Having both joined 
in the requiſition which occaſioned my diſmiffion : 

it appearing to me, that thoſe Gentlemen, wauld not 
willingly derive to themſelves any advantages from 
the conſequences of this requifition, leaſt it might 

expoſe them to the imputation of having been actu- 
ated by improper motives, in the part which they 

had taken in it. But both Captain Calland * 

Lieutenant Goſſelin did, however, refuſe to pay me 
more than the. regulated price, without aſſigning any 

reaſons for their conduct. . 
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Tf Captain Calland and Lieutenant Goſſelin who 
avow themſelves to be the authors of the pagraph in 
your paper, which I have alluded to inſtead of the 
general denial contained in that paragraph, had raken 
the trouble to explain the facts of this t ranſaction, 
and to give to the public the principle upon which 
they refuſed to pay me the full price, they would cer- 
tainly have beſt ſerved the ends of truth and juſ-
